The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I-VIII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
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obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, each subcombination as clearly shown above does not "overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants" and having separate utility; for example, such heating system can be used for 
ironing and drying printed newspaper or fabric, or produced plastic film, such printhead can be 
used to form a pattern in manufacturing a color filter, such media cartridge and slitting 
mechanism can be used in cutting and sorting paper or fabric manufacture, such well or 
consumer tote can be used for winding roll of plastic film, and such video display can be used as 
means for customer interface with a banking system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). Claims 1, 3, 13, 31, 
37-41, and 49 are generic. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
